b. The repair shop was said to be capable of manufacturing all 
spare parts required for motor vehicles of US make. The waste 
ratio was said to be hi$i because of the low quality of the 
available steel. 

2. The personnel of the repair shop included 800 German PWs 

(skilled workmen) and a Soviet staff of 11 engineer officers 
and 4 civilian engineers, commanded by Capt MOROZOV. 

S. a. The repair shop overhauled a monthly average of three hundred 
vehicles which allegedly arrived b> rail from GRUtZIABZ. Some 
of the repaired vehicles were distributed to units tn the Soviet 
Zone of Msrmany and some were shipped via GRUDZIABZ to the 
Soviet Union. 


b. Motor vehicles of units from all over the Soviet Zone of 
Germany had been overhauled in the repair shop up to November 
1948. However, since the beginning of 1949, only motor v ehicles 
of units stationed in the vicinity of KOENI GS1NUSTKRNAUSEN have 
been accepted for repair. 


4. a. The repair shop received three hundred trucks on 12 July 
1949. 'These trucks had to be repaired as quickly as possible 
and all other repair work had to be stopped.
